Call For Railroad Strike Monday Surprise To Truman 


President Is 
Considering 
Plan Of Action 


Chief Executive 
Had Been Assured 
Of 'No Strike Call'

WASHINGTON, August 24. 
^-President Truman said to­ 
day that the nationwide rail­ 
road strike call for 6 AM local 
time Monday came as a com­ 
plete surprise to him and was 
contrary to the union leaders’ 
assurances that no further 
strikes were planned 
The president withheld di­ 
rect comment on what steps 
will be taken to cope with the 
threatened strike. 
Mr. Truman gave no indication 
that he contem plates in any .way 
early seizure of the railroads as 
the trainm en and conductors have 
been urging him to do. 
There were hints that he m ight 
let them “stew in their own juice” 
for a while. 
Assured Him No Strike 
The president told a news con­ 
ference that the unions had as­ 
sured him up to an hour before 
they called the strike yesterday 
that they would not do so. 
He said that he did not expect 
the strike, in view of the assur­ 
ances by representatives oi the 
two brotherhoods, and that ttoe 
strike came suddenly and unex­ 
pectedly. 
The president said that he would 
give further study to the action 
until he had made that study. 
The 
president 
added that 
he 
would have a statem ent to make 
on the strike call later. 
"Double Cross?” 
A reporter asked: 
“Mr. president, do you consider 
the tactics employed by the unions 
in this case a double cross in view 
of their assurances to you that 
they would not call a strike?”

TOKYO. Aug 24.—(INS)—C hief* 
of Naval Operations Adm.

naval force totals 150 vessels. 
Personnel strength, he said, is 
90,000 men, or double what .it was 
two months ago when the war 
broke out. 
More men and ships 
will be added. 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, army 
chief of staff who visited Korea 
as did Sherman, likewise was brim­ 
ming with confidence on his re­ 
turn to Tokyo. 
But Collins cau­ 
tioned against hope of a quick 
victory. 
“Remarkably Fine Job” 
Sherman told a news confer­ 
ence: 
‘‘When you consider the magni­ 
tude of the forces which were 
thrown into the fight on the other

Find Body Floating 
On Philadelphia 
Lagoon Last Night 


PHILADELPHIA, 
Aug. 
24.— 
(INS)—A 
bloodstained, 
initialed 
m an’s handkerchief stuffed in the 
bosom of a comely, 23-year-old 
blonde WAVE may provide police 
with a clue of how she m et her 
death in a moonlit lagoon. 
The WAVE, Ann Victoria Bar­ 
rett, 23. of Denver, Colo., was an 
enlisted clerk at the Philadelphia 
naval base, who had been missing 
since last Monday night when she 
left a party of friends at a tavern. 
Three canoeists in the lagoon 
near the naval base saw her body 
floating near the surface last night, 
clad in a navy slack suit. 
Autopsy Scheduled 
Coroner Joseph Ominsky said 
bruises on her face indicated pos­ 
sible foul play, and scheduled an 
autopsy today to determ ine w heth­ 
er she died of drowning or injury, 
and whether she had been crim ­ 
inally assaulted. 
Ominsky said the handkerchief 
may provide an im portant lead. 
Stuffed under her yellow jersey, 
the handkerchief carried an initial 
that might have been either " J ”, 
“C” or “I”. 
The attractive WAVE was de­ 
scribed as a "w ar widow” but po­ 
lice also heard reports that she 
was m arried. 
The last known persons to see 
her alive are three WAVES with 
whom she went to a tavern Mon­ 
day night. 
They said she sudden- 
lyy told them she was tired and 
that she was going out in the car 
to lie down. When the others went 
to the car later, they found it un­ 
occupied. 


Will Curb Reckless 
Driving On Turnpike 


HARRISBURG, Aug. 24.—(INS) 
—Reckless driving and speeding 
by motorists on the Pennsylvania 
turnpike are to be curbed under 
plans evolved by officials of the 
toll road.

084.479 to prosecute the Korean 
war and rearm the western world 
against Communist aggression. 
The bill will be called up ir 
the House tomorrow 
Passage is 
assured, probably before nightfall 
and the giant measure will then 
go to the Senate. 
Moves Swiftly 
The 
House 
committee 
moved 
swiftly as House and Senate con­ 
ferees pressed for final agreement 
today on the 34 billion dollar 
Omnibus Appropriations bill. This 
m easure contains funds for domes­ 
tic and foreign spending requested 
before the Korean war began. 
The new action brings to 51 
billion dollars the U. S. govern­ 
m ent budget for the 1951 fiscal 
year which began last July 1. Of 
this amount. 35 billion dollars, or 
66 percent, will be spent to guard 
the United States and its western 
allies against the threat of Com­ 
m unist aggression. 
Highlights Of Bill 
Here are the highlights of the 
new 16 billion dollar fund bill: 
1. Eleven and one-half billion 
dollars for the armed forces, bring­ 
ing to 25 billion dollars the total 
funds being appropriated by the 
81st Congress for the Army, Navy 
and the Air Force. 
2. Four billion dollars in m ili­ 
tary aid to western allies, bringing

OTTAWA. Aug. 2 4 —(INS>—Up­ 
wards of 300,000 workers have 
been made idle and voluntary food 
rationing was in effect in some 
parts of Canada today as the na 
tionwide railroad strike, now in its 
third days, clamped an ever tighter 
grip on the dominion’s economy. 
So far Canada’s big cities have 
not felt any great pinch, but in 
the provinces and particularly 
distant communities that are de 
pendent on the railroads for their 
food supplies, stocks are getting 
short, resulting in rationing by 
some merchants. 
Canda’s parliam ent meets Tues 
day to deal with the crisis amid 
indications it may vote for govern 
ment seizure of the nation’s two big 
railroad, halted by the strike 
125,000 non-operating members of 
17 unions.

No large concentrations of the 
enemy were spotted, a front dis­ 
patch said, but a South Korean 
spokesman said the enemy might 
be massing east of Sinnyong or 
northwest of Pohang.

14 miles northeast of Taegu.

U. S First Cavalry sector above 
Taegu.

Malik Walks Lonely Road 


RUSSIAN DELEGATE GOES IT ALONE 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Aug. 24.—(INS)—Jacob Malik, president 
of the Security Council of the United Nations, Russian delegate to 
the council, and the greatest non-paid villain in television history, 
walks a lonely road at Lake Success today. 
Nobody—not even Sir Benegal Rau, representative of lukewarm 
India—will talk to him any more. 
The impassive, dish-faced Malik, who says that hot is cold and 
up is down and that no propaganda devices by the Anglo-American 
imperialists can alter these known facts, is spoken to only by his Rus­ 
sian cronies and the half-dozen gun-toting strongmen who follow him 
everywhere. 
At the private diplomats’ bar within the U.N., nobody goes near 
Malik. He drinks by himself, over to one side. 
Gete 5,000 Letters Dally 
In his mail each morning are an estimated 5,000 letters from all 
over the world, calling him names, storming against him and inviting 
him out into the alley. 
Within the Security Council chamber itself, other delegates sit 
quietly, speaking to one another at times but not to the portly man 
who wields the president's gavel. 
Red electric signs reading “silence” flank the wall on either side 
of Malik’s chair. They are flashed whenever the audience—about one- 
twelfth of the 12,000 who apply for seats each day—threatens to be­ 
come noisy. Blue-uniformed council police prowl the aisles to maka 
sure the order is obeyed when the “silence” lights flash on. 
The “ silence” signs are controlled by a little button. Malik, at 
president, is the man who pushes it.” 
Has To Call For Silenee 
He had to push it Tuesday. As president, he gave the floor to the 
Russian delegate. As the Russian delegate, he then delivered one of 
his big built-in filibusters, beamed at heightening anti-American sen­ 
timent among the peoples of Asia. 
The speech was calculated to last just long enough so that, count­ 
ing the post-speech translations into English and French,'it would 
consume the entire afternoon and thus occupy this morning's head­ 
lines. 
But a prompt point of order by the French and British delegates 
made Malik dispense with the French translation, and then when 
Britain's Sir Gladwyn Jebb pointed out that he could also do with the 
English translation—and thus get on to his own rebuttal—the pent-up 
crowd roared its approval. 
The red lights flashed instantly, “ Silence!” 
Malik Gases Stonily Ahead 
Malik gazed stonily ahead into the Cyclops eyes of the television 
cameras that carry the daily U.N. drama throughout the range of 
video networks. The Russian is acutely aware of the television cameras. 
He has quit doodling. 
“We realize he’s acting on orders from Moscow,” one delegate 
remarked. “ But his attitude has done this, putting it on the personal 
feud level.” 
Nobody envies Malik the strongarm guard which accompanies him 
wherever he goes. 
Said another observer: 
“ With all those guys, he couldn’t get away if he wanted to."

Government Trained 
Physicians May Be 
Forced Into Service 


WASHINGTON ,Aug. 24,—<INS> 
—Defense deaprtment discussions 
were reported underwrav in an ef­ 
fort to force into military service 
physicians trained at government 
expense during World War II. 
Maj. Gen. George E. Armstrong, 
army deputy surgeon general, ad­ 
vised 
the 
House 
appropriations 
committee that the law was being 
studied 
to 
determine 
whether 
they could be drafted. 
Armstrong 
stated 
that 
this 
would require extension of the 
present 25-year limit on induc­ 
tions because most of the physi­ 
cians are now 31 or 32 years old. 
Rear Admiral C. A. Swanson, 
chief of the navy's bureau of 
medicine and surgery, said that 
new legislation will be required. 
Swanson stated that if these 
physicians, who did not serve dur­ 


ing the last war, could not be 
brought into the armed forces, 
then it would be necessary to call 
up 1000 doctors in the navy or­ 
ganized reserves who did ser/e in 
World War II. 
Armstrong declared also that 
“unless this matter can be resolved 
quickly, we are going to have to 
ask the army’s permission to recall 
physicians (who served in the last 
war» against their will.”
